"LES BELLFS" By Rose Ellen - WA2FGS 
OLD-FASHIONFD PUMPKIN PIF 


1 cup sugar 1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

1 tablespoon flour 1/2 teaspoon ground black pepper 
1/2 teaspoon salt (pepper optional) 

1 teaspoon ground ginger 1/8 teaspoon ground cloves 

3 large eggs 1-1/2 cups mashed pumpkin 

1 cup light cream or 9-Inch, unbaked l-crust pie shell 


undiluted evaporated milk 


Mix together the first 8 ingredients. Beat in eggs. Stir in 
pumpkin and milk. Pour into a 9-inch unbaked pie shell. Bake ina 
preheated hot oven (400°F). 50 minutes or until a knife inserted in 
the center comes out clean. COOL. 
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"LES BELLES" (Cont. ) 


If you happened to drop your container of peppercorns, would you 
hunt each black berry as if it were a heirloom stone? Surely not, 
since today it is possible to buy pepper in quantity for only a few 
pennies. A thousand or more years ago, when peppercorns were so 
costly, they were often used in trading as a substitute for money!? 


Pepper, black or white, is frequently called, "the master spice." 
During all ages people have found its aroma to be stimulating. 
Legends lead us to believe that pepper was already moving westward 
from India 4,000 years ago for the spice trade. 


At present, the world's pepper supply comes from India, southeast 
Sumatra, Sarawak, Ceylon, and--most recently--from Brazil. Though 
both berries are born of the same vine, there is a difference between 
black and white pepper. Pepper berries to be used for black pepper 
are picked just before they are fully ripe. Those which are to be 
sold as white peppercorns are allowed to ripen completely; this makes 
the removal of the dark outer covering easier, leaving only the inner, 
straw~colored kernel. Black peppercorns, naturally, are used by 
leaving the dark outer covering intact. This causes black pepper to 
be somewhat more sharp to the taste than white pepper. In the United 
States we use eleven or twelve times as much black pepper as white; 
in Europe the reverse is true. 


Black pepper is available in three forms: whole peppercorns, 
regular or "table" grind, and coarse grind. White pepper is available 
nationally in medium grind. Pepper is good in almost anything, from 
soup to nuts. On the previous page is a valuable pumpkin pie secret 
that proves it. Try the recipe for Old-Fashioned Pumpkin Pie - a good 
treat for the holiday season, too.
